From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 


HEY write from Switzerland, that they 
had Advice from the Court of France,that 
the Marquis de Puifieux defign’d to re- 
pair to the General Diet of the Cantons 
which wasto be open’d the 29th of laft 

Month, having a Commiffion from the King his 
Matter to defire Leave of the laudable Cantons to 
raife 12000 Men in their Country, viz. 6000 Pro- 
teftants and 6000 Roman Catholicks, for the Defence 
of his Dominions. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 
Ausburg, Jan. 26. The raifing of Recruits for the 
Emperor and for divers Princes of the Empire, 1s con- 
tinued in Bavaria with fuch Succefs, that within a 
few days the Officers employ’d in that Bufinefs have 
lifted 800 Men. *Tis believ’d the Imperial, Danifh, 
and Pruffian Troops, that are in that Electorate, will 
very fuddenly march for Italy ; And tis certain, part 
of them have chang’d their Quarters, and are mov’d 
nearer to the Frontier of Tyrol, to be ready to march 
to Italy through that Country upon the firft Order 
they fhall receive. So that Bavaria is like to be quit 
of them fooner than was thought, Notwithftanding 
which, ‘tis talk’d the Inhabitants of the faid Electo- 
rate will be oblig’d to pay them in Money the 
value of the Provifions, &c. they were to have fur- 
nifh’d them with to the 30th of April; or will be 
put under Military Execution in cafe of Refufal. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 3. ; 
Ratubon, Jan.26. The Troops quarter'd in Bavaria 
that are appointed to ferye in Italy , have receiv’d 
Orders to march thither ; But the Roads are at pre- 
fent unpaffable, by reafon of the great Snows that 
have very lately fallen in Tyrol. . 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 
Ratibon, Jan. 23. The Father Guardian of the Or- 
der of St. Francis, who was fent hither on the Part 
of the Roman Catholicks of the Country of Magde- 
bourg and Halberfat, follicits the Minifters of the 
Proteftant Princes as well as thofe of the Roman Ca- 


~ tholick Communion, to interceed with his Pruffian 


Majefty to fufpend the Execution of the Refolution 
he has taken againft the Roman Catholicks in his 
Dominions, on Affurance that the Perfecution of the 
Proteftants in the Palatinate and other Places in the 
Empire will quickly be difcontinued. The late No- 
tification made by the Plenipotentiary of the King of 
Pruffia to the Deputies both of the Proteftant and 
Popith Princes and States of the Empire here, is {aid 
to have been in Terms to this Effect, ‘ That his 
‘ Pruffian Majefty had made repeated Inftances to 
‘the Diet to have reafonable Satisfaction given to 
‘ theProteftants upon theirGrievances; but having ob- 
* ferv’d that even when Deputies were nominated (after 
* all his Sollicitations) to confider of the Affair of Re- 
“ ligion in the Empire, Endeavours were ufed to {pin 
‘ out Time, and delay their coming to any Conclu- 
* fion on that fubject, in Order to the Redrefs of the 
‘ Grievances complain’d of by the Proteftants, his. 
“ Majefty (reflecting he muft one day render to God. 
“an Account of his Adminiftrrtion) conceiv’d him- 


‘ felf to be oblig’d in Confcience to temporize no 
* longer,but to make ufe of theMeansGod had put in- 
‘to hisHands,to treat the R.Catholicks of the Dutchies 
* of Magdebourg,Halberftat,and Minden, in the fame 
‘ Manner the Proteftants of the Palatinate have been 
‘treated. Private Letters from Vienna tell us, that 
the Crimes or Mifdemeanours of which the Count of 
Hohenloe ftands accus’d, not being capable of bein 
fufficiently prov’d againft him, he will {peedily be fer 
at Liberty. We cannot certainly learn what Crimes 
are imputed to him. The Cardinal de Lamberg, the 
Emperor's chief Commiflioner to the Diet,is expected 
here very fhortly, his Baggage being already arriv'd: 
"Tis not doubted he comes inftructed to propofe the 
putting of the Electors of Bavaria and Cologne un- 
der the Ban of the Empire. The Envoy of the Elector 
of Mentz, Director of the Diet, return’d hither yefter- 
day from Bamberg where he had been to wait on the 
Elector his Mafter; and "tis prefum’d the Confulta- 
tions of the Diet will foon be renew’d: The Proteftant 
Deputies infift, that the Affair of Religion be firft 
difpatch’d. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Jan. 31: 

Bruffels, Jan. 23. Letters from Luxcmbourg ad- 
vife, that Men are employ’d to fortify Sik, and that 
a great quantity of Ammunitions was brought thi- 
ther down the Mofelle : That the Inrendant of Metz 
had fetled the Contributions for the Electorate of 
Triers with the Deputies of that Country ; and that 
the Dioceffes of Metz and Verdun were treating a- 
bout the Contributions demanded of them by the E- 
nemy. Great Magazines are making at Coblentz a- 
gainft the enfuing Campaign ; and the Troops that 
are quarter’d in Triers and thereabouts, being in great 
want, the Enemy are oblig’d tu fend both Provi- 
fions and Forrage up the Mofelle thither. 

From the Amft.and Leiden Gazettes, dated Feb.3. 

Franchfort, Jan. 28. Prince Lewis of Baden, who 
is at Afchaffenbourg, having receiv’d Advice, by an 
Exprefs, that the French Forces are drawing together 
in great Numbers about Metz,on fomeDefign that they 
keep fecret, has fent Order to the Troops quarter'd 
in the Electorate of Mentz and thereabouts to hold 
themfelves in a readinefs to March upon the firft Mo- 
tions the Enemy fhall make. The Imperialifts have 
demanded great Contributions of the Inhabitants of 
Alface, but they refufe to pay, believing themfelves 
to be fecur’'d by the Linés of Haguenau, which are 
finifh’d and guarded by Troops. 3 Regiments of 
Huffars that march’d to the Mofelle fome Days ago, 
and are now quarter’d in the Villages between Triers 
and Saarbruck, were follow’d the 26h by a Troop 
of 100. Huffars that pafs’d through this place, and 
will be follow’d by more ftill. ’Tis propos’d by 
Allies, to make great ufe of thefe Huffars, in raifing 
Contributions upon the Enemy, and keeping their 
Troops continually in Alarm, by their frequent Ex- 
curfions. Men continue to Work in repairing the 
Fortifications of Landau ; and the Fortifications or- 
der’d to be made at Croon Weyffenbourg, and Lau- 
terbourg, are likewife carried on diligently. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dared Feb. 2. 
Triers, Jan. 26. The 4 Spanith Regiments 
UTE, 
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bourg, Cano, Cicille, and Egmont, making together 
7 Squadrons, arriv’d laft Night at Luxembourg from 


the Necheriands. Deferters from the Enemy report 
that Money is very fcarce in Luxembourg, but they 
have wrirten thither from the Court of France, thar 
in a little time about 2 Millions of Pieces of 10 Sols 
of a new Species coyn'd at Metz will be fent thither 
for paying che Troops and for other neceffary Occa- 
fions. A Review has been taken at Luxembourg of 
the fhatter’d Remains of the Regiment of Montfort, 
which is to be reduc’d from two Battallions to one. 
Recruits for it are to be rais’d in the Country of Lux- 
embourg, and new Officers will be placed in it ull 
the old ones who are Prifoners are exchang’d. °Tis 
reported the Marthal de Villeroy will thortly come to 


Luxembourg. The Count de Noyelles, who has his: 
Quarters in this City, continues his Care to lay up 


in our Magazines great Stores of Provifions and Am- 
munitions : All is quiet on our Frontier ; bur Letters 
that came in to day from St. Wendel advife, that the 
Count de Naflau Weilburg is expected very fuddenly 
at Homburg, and that he is to draw fome Troops 
together and attack Bley Caffel, and the Caftle of 
St. John at Saarbruck, where the French have a Gar: 
rifon. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb, 3. 

Cologne, Jan. 30. The Prince of Saxe-Zeyts, Bithop 
of Raab, recurn’d hither the 24th inftant from Leip- 
fich, where he had been to pay a Vifit to the King 
of Poland to whom he is related. Recruits are raifing 
here for the Regiment of Danifh Guards that are in 
the Service of the States General, "Tis talk'd the 
Eletor Palatine will levy a Regiment of Foot and 
1 or 2 of Horfe, for the Service of their High Migh- 
tinefles ; And that about Mid-Lent his Electoral 
Highnefs will make a Journey to Vienna. We have 
receiv'd Advice, that by Order of the Count de Noy- 
elles, who commands the Troops of the Allies on 
the Mofelle, Men are fet to work to enlarge confi- 
derably the High Road from Triers to the Rhine. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 

Cologne, Jan.30. Count Philip of Zinzendorf is ex- 
pected here from Duffeldorp in his way to the Court 
of Vienna, to profecure his Pretentions to the Vice- 
Chancellorthip of the Empire, vacant by the Death 
of Count Caunitz. They write from Siegen, that 
his Highnefs the Prince Regent is gone from thence 
to Vienna, to apply himfelf to the Imperial Court, 
upon Occafion of a Difference that is between him 
and the King of Pruffia; who having caus'd fome 
Troops to march into the Principality of Naffau- 
Siegen, great part of the Inhabitants are retir’d into 
that of Dillenbourg. 

Liege, Jan. 30. The Enemy in Brabant have lately 
fent 7 Spanifh Squadrons up to Luxembourg, to fup- 
ply the room of 7 Battallions of the fame Nation that 
lately return’d to Brabant from the Mofelle. - The 
Motion of thofe Squadrons having put us into fome 
apprehenfiou for Huy, 300 Grenadiers were fent from 
hence to reinforce the Garrifon of that Place ; and 
we have been fupplied with a like number of Grena- 
diers from Maeftrichr. Collonel is daily 
expected at Huy, to take poffeffion o Govern- 
ment of that place, which the States General have 
conferr’d upon him. General Dopff retusn’d yefter- 
day to Maeftricht from the Hague. The Marfhal de 
Villeroy continues at Bruffels, with the Elector of 
Bavaria; who has given Prince Spinola the Govern-
